177 Reported Rescued 
After Freighter Rams, 
Splits Steamer in Twain 
in East River. 


NEW “YORK, Jan. 2.—(4)—Split 
in twain by the tramp freighter Jane 
Christenson, the steamer Lexingten of 
the Colonial. Navigation Company 
sank in the East river tonight with 
five members of her crew missing. 

While Captain William Pendleton 
of the Lexington reported all were 
saved, the line later announced the 
five crew members were missing after 


a check. They are: S. Rasmussen, 
sailor; B. Varrieno and F. Linares. 
firemen; J. Pan, coal passer, and 
Lawrence Thims, mess boy. 

A score or more persons were in- 
jured, either in the collision or in 
rescue work. Most of these suffered 
fractured limbs, broken ribs or abra- 
sions. A dozen or more were in hos- 
pitals and none believed in a serious 
condition. 

The Lexington was severed almost 
amidships by the force of the collision. 

The forepart of the ship lay 
in 40 feet of water almost directly 
beneath the Manhattan bridge. 
aft of the ship rolled against a slip 
on the Manhattan shore of the river 
and was tied to moorings. 

The passenger list went down with 
the ship. But from the best available 
information, the Lexington carired 
about 130 passengers and 52 in the 
erew. Passing vessels rescued 177. 

Among the passengers were 60 
Brown University students, returning 
to their classes at Providence after 
the Christmas holiday. 

En Route te Providence. 

The Lexington—a ship of some 
1,240 tons, 260 feet long—cleared late 
today for Providence. It was between 
the Brooklyn and Manhattan bridges 
when the tramp steamer ploughed 
into her starboard side.

Officers on the tramp freighter kept 
the prow. of their ship steadily nosed 
into the hull of the Lexington. Two 
tugboats, the Patience and the John 
Rugge, were alongside in a few min- 
utes. Most of the passengers were 
taken off by them. Other tugs took 
off the crew and a few of the passen- 
gers who were in the icy waters of 
the river. 

For several hours it was not known 
whether there was any loss of life. 
All of those picked up and taken off 
the Lexington were rushed to the of- 
fices of the company at Pier 11, in 
the Hudson river. 

All Aboard Saved. 

Three hours afterwards Captain 
Pendleton, in announcing all were 
saved, issued the following statement: 

“We left our pier in Manhattan 
about 6 p. m., bound for Providence. 
R. I. The weather was clear, and 
as we proceeded up the East river 
the tide was a little flood. We came 
up the East river about in the mid- 
dle of the river. 

„We were proceeding slowly when

With a jury all but complete, the 
celebrated trial moved through open- 
ing preliminaries in the jammed,

day. When the sessions were adjourn-: 
ed until morning 10 persons, four cf 
them women, had been chosen to try 
the glum and sullen German carpen- 
ter for his life.

Once when Fisher framed a ques- 
tion, seeking to learn if the presence 
of state troopers guarding Haupt- 
mann would create prejudice in the 
mind of the prospeetive juror, Wilentz 
jumped to his feet with an objection.

“There appears no justification for 
that question,” Justice Trenchard re-

About all the proceedings there was 
an air of good nature, which belied 
the battle that will get under way 
with the selection of the last juror. 
Justice Trenchard, regarded as a 
strict disciplinarian in court, now and 
then uttered a comment which sent a 
titter running through the room. 

A man, called for jury duty, offer- 
ed a letter from a physician, stating 
his wife recently had suffered a 
stroke. and was in imminent danger 
of collapsing again and dying.

“That seems to be a good reason 
for not leaving her alone,” Justice 
Trenchard remarked.

Jurors Are Country People. 

The 10 selected today all are small- 
town or country people of moderate 
station. Three of the men are fathers 
of grown children; one of the women 
has a 7-year-old son. 

Four were chosen at the morning 
session: the others during the after- 
noon sitting, which lasted less than 
three hours. 

The speed with which they were 
selected astonished those who had 
believed the task would require at 
least a week. 

Hauptmann, by court order, was not 
handeuffed at any time.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.— ( — The 
coming congressional tussle over NRA 
and monopoly was sharpened tonight 
by a conflict of opinion within the 
administration itself. 

An examination of proposals ad- 
vanced by the federal trade conimis- 
sion disclosed them to be at variance 
with the ideas of Donald R. Rich- 
berg, ace presidential adviser and long 
general counse] of the recovery ad- 
ministration. 

Congressional critics of NRA, 
whose principal charge has been that 
that agenc.- promoted monopoly and 
harried the small businessman, quick- 
ly seized upon the FTC recommen- 
dations as an additional store of am- 
munition. 

To halt what it termed a “steady 
trend toward monopoly,” the commis- 
sion asked that its own powers be 
broadened.

Deaths throughout the country have 
mounted steadily during the year 
to the highest total.ever recorded. 

The increase is undoubtedly due 
to the larger. number of automo- 
biles In use and the greater power 
and speed of the mew cars. Espe- 
clally in Georgia was the number 
of cars in use increaSed as a result 
of improved business conditions 
and $3 license tags. The low- 


priced tags brought into operation 
thousands of cars that had been 
standing idle in garages through- | 
out the state because the owners | 
did not have the money to buy tags | 
at former prices.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(?)—On 
the eve of the convening of his sec- 
ond “New Deal“ congress, President 
Roosevelt today called democratic con- 
gressional chieftains to consider his 
legislative program and means of cir- 
cumventing a perennial problem—the 
soldiers’ bonus. 


The White House conference will 
follow by a few hours Mr. Roosevelt’s 
personal delivery of his annual mes- 
sage, outlining legislative principles 
and policies, to a joint session of the 
house and senate Friday. 

The actual convening of the 74th 
congress tomorrow will be largely a 
matter of formalities, but ~ — the 
scenes decisions that will spe the 
course of the session will be worked 
out. Not until next Week will con- 
gress really get down to work. 

The democratie leaders plan to in- 
form the president at the Friday night 
meeting that a majority of both 
branches of congress want the bonus 
paid and that the only solution they 
can see is an early promise to dispose 
of the matter in order to clear the 
way for administration legislation. 

Early Showdown Sought. 

With bonus advocates determined 
upon an early showdown and verbal 
confident of victory, democratic lead- 
ers claim that unless the question is 
decided quickly important administra- 
tion legislation may be delayed. 

Congressional leaders expect Mr. 
Roosevelt to give them detailed infor- 
mation on the administration’s unem- 
ployment relief, social legislation, and 
other New Deal propositions to be 
submitted. 

Included in the group to attend the 
conference are Speaker-elect Joseph 
W. Byrns, of Tennessee, the new dem- 
ocratic house leader; William B. 
Bankhead, of Alabama, Senator Joseph 
T. Robinson, of Arkansas, the sen- 
ate democratic leader, and Vice Presi- 
dent Garner. 

Mr. Roosevelt devoted as much time 
as possible today to’ working on his 
message, while republicans and demo- 
crats perfected their senate and house 
organizations for tomorrow's opening. 

His message vol yet in final 
form. Mr. Roosevelt said there was 
little prospect of his finishing it until 
aed before he leaves for the capi- 
tol. 
No specific legislative recommenda- 
tions are to be included. Thus, until 
after the budget message is delivered 
Monday, there will be but little in- 
formation on the president’s program 
except what de gives to the leaders 
Friday night.” 

Want RooseVelt Views. 

House democratic leaders, including 
Byrns, said today they wanted to get 
Mr. Rooseyelt’s views on the bonus 
and W 1 the matter could be disposed 
of quieklx. 

Nevertheless, Byrns said the house 
ways and means committee probably 
would not get back on the bonus bills 
until late next week. He hopes that 
a house vote can be had before mid- 
January. 

While awaiting committee action on 
the bonus, the house plans to take 
up next week one of four annual 
money bills—either the treasury-post- 
office or that for the independent of- 
fices, including the veterans’ adminis- 
tration, the District of Columbia, 
state, justice, commerce and labor. 

The tentative plan of senate leaders 
is to call up the proposal for adher- 
ence to the World Court for debate 
next week with the likelihood that it 
will be laid aside temporarily for 
consideration of appropriation bills. 

After organizing the house and sen- 
ate tomorrow, and the formality of 
electing Byrns as speaker and Sena- 
tor Key Pittman, of Nevada, as presi- 
dent protempore of the senate, both 
branches will recess until Friday for 
the president’s speech. 

No meeting is planned Saturday. 
The budget message, outlining the 
president’s financial program for the 
next fiscal year, is due Monday.

With a few exceptions attendance 
and receipts during the 1934 gridiron 
season in the Southeastern conference 
increased strikingly over figures fcr 
the previous year. 


At least nine of the 13 schools in 
the group reported greater totals for 
the season, wle three institutions an- 
nounced that attendance was about 
the same as in 1933, and one said the 
number fell off some but that authori- 
ties were pleased with the showing. 

Strangely, Georgia Tech with the 
worst record of the year showed the 
largest percentage of increase in at- 
tendance. The Yellow Jackets played 
before 162,748 fans in 1934 as Com- 
pared with 126,000 in 1983, althouga 
bowing in defeat nine atraight time 
after winning its opener with Clemson.

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oOLOR CHANGES. 

The ability of certain animals to 
change their colors is a source of ad- 
miration on the part of the zoologist 
and of highly fantastic yarns on the 
part of the fiction writers. For many 
long years there have been recurrent 
stories about the startling change of 
color ‘of the. chameleons: they have 
been credited. with every hue visible to 
the human eye. Even our little green 
anolis has been enthusiastically de- 
scribed as showing every color of the 
rainhow. Sad though it be. we have to 
face the truth that such changes 
would be miraculous if they did ‘occur, 
but that they simply do not take 
place. 

Color change, or metachrosis, as the 
books have it, is a sufficiently won- 
derful thing in itself without attach- 
ing te it the false glamor of untruth. 

It all goes back to the pigments, of 
course. In the skins of fishes and 
lizards and frogs there are certain 
cells that are called chromatophores 
—let’s say color bodies. These color 
bodies are under direct control of the 
nervous” system. When it is willed 
that colors shall change, according to 
the fiction writers, the animal con- 
sciously expands or contracts these 
cells and the animal changes color 


accordingly. I am “quite 


aware that 
there has been considerable discussion 
for the past year or two as to just 
how these color bodies expand. at 
all. We aren’t here to be technical, 
so we will still stick to the éxpansion- 
contraction theory of the matter. 
Actually these color changes may be 
produced by the animal voluntarily 
or they may be the result of some in- 
voluntary nervous response, such as 
the reaction to fright. 

There is an amazing series of 
changes possible when there is just 
one color to change. The black pig- 
ment cells are an outstanding example. 
Let the black cells expand and the 
animal becomes perceptibly darker. 
When these black bodies are in the 
same layer of skin as a set of yellow 
cells, the effect is enhanced. 

In a really complex skin, however, 
where there are three layers of skin 
involved, the effects can really be.over- 
powering. These may have pigment 
layers, oil droplet Jayers and separate 
expansion powers for each one. 

Color change has heen responsible 
for many a confusing situation in 
taxonomy. Just because the animals 
look different at different times, they 
are often given different names by 
careless workers.

Mussolini was understood to have 
insisted on making the gesture to 
Jugoslavia only after the agreement 
is signed and delivered. II Duce is 
reported to have telegraphed Laval 
in this connection: “Italy's road to 
Paris is not via Belgrade.” 

He also is reported to have told 
intimates: “Italy will make a gesture 
of peace to Jugoslavia, and is only 
too glad to do so, but only after the 
agreement is signed.“

rd More Than 100 Deaths 


Recorded Over Nation 
During Holiday.

More than 100 deaths were attrib- 
uted today to the observance of New 
Tear's and the cold wave that swept 
across the northern half of the nation 
from the Rockies to New England. 

Automobile accidents alone account- 
ed for more than 60 of the fatalities, 
while fires, gunplay and other mis- 
haps swelled the total to at least 115. 
Among the dead was the 3-month-old 
daughter of a Waukesha (Wis.) cou- 
ple, who suffocated, the coroner said, 
when her mother left the child 
swathed in blankets in a parked car 
during a New Year's celebration. 

At least 11 of the deaths were due 
to fires. Among the victims were five 
men burned to death in a blaze that 
destroyed the main quarters of the 
Cherokee county home at Gaffney S. 
C. Four others perished in El Paso, 
Texas. When smoke from an elevator 
shaft seeped into the room of a 
Buffalo (N. Y.) hotel, Robert Patton 
went to the ledge outside a window 
and toppled six floors to his death. 
He had apparently attempted to 
leap to an adjoining ledge.

ICKES, ROOSEVELT 
DENY DIFFERENCES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt quickly quashed 
today reports that he had hinted two 
of Secretary Ickes’ lieutenants should 
be dismissed, one because of over- 
zealousness and the other on the 


ground of being un-New Deal. 

Ickes quickly followed his chief in 
denying published reports he had been 
given “a broad hint? to dismiss Ebert 
K. Burlew, his administrative assist- 
ant, and Louis R. Glavis, head of the 
interior department division of investi- 
gation. 

The president termed the reports 
fabrications out of the whole cloth, 
while Ickes replied only with a grim 
smile when asked if he had any ene- 
mies in the Roosevelt administration 
who might have authorized the story. 

The president, the report said, want- 
ed Glavis out because his men pur- 
portedly ‘had listened in to telephone 
conversations of interior department 
officials and even cabinet officers, 
while Burlew was said to have ordered 
the wire tapping and to have opposed 
some New Deal projects. 

Insisting that the president had 
never even mentioned the matter, 
Ickes said: That he, himself, gare 
Glavis orders and received his reports: 
that there was no wire tapping; and 
of Burlew that “there isn’t anyone on 
this staff more resourceful, more loyal 
and more willing to help me do the 
things I want to do.” 

“I don’t approve of wire tapping 
and there ain’t no such thing,” Ickes 
added. 

Both Glavis and Burlew are under 
the civil service law and formal 
charges would be necessary to bring 
their dismissal. -

Is Declared Closed 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(4)—The 
Japanese “spy scare” subsided today 
in Washington just as quickly as it 
flared up yesterday in Florida. 

Lieutenant Commander Yoshio Mat- 
suda, of the imperial Japanese navy, 
was due in Washington tomorrow to 
explain to the Japanese embassy the 
circumstances which led him to make 
motion pictures of several southern 
harbors and one American cruiser.

Not quite 2,100 years ago, the 
Romans changed their New Year's 
Day from March to January 1. The 
names of the last four months of the 
year should have been changed at that 
time, but that was not done. 


Our month of July was called 
“Quintilis” by the early Romans; but 
the name was changed to July, in 
honor of Julius Caesar. In the same 
way, the month of “Sextilis’ was 
changed to August in ‘honor of: the 
Roman ruler, Augustus. 


Other months hold the memory of 
Roman gods and goddesses. January 
was named for the two-faced god, 
— and March for the Roman war- 
god. 


It seems too bad to hondr a god 
of war by calling a month for him; 
but March is a mean and ugly month 
in most sections north of the equator. 
Perhaps is has little “honor” to give. 

June was named for the goddess 
Juno, wife of Jupiter. There is a 
question about the name of May: but 
most scholars believe it arose from 
Maia, goddess of springtime. 

The old Roman names of the 
months lived through the middle ages, 
after the breakup of the Roman em- 
pire.

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Banks Not To Reveal Bal- d 


| ances, Holding Tax Re- 
turns Task for Owner. 


Just how much property would ac- 
tually. be added to Atlanta’s tax books 


through the proposed return of bank 
deposits and foreign securities for taxa- 
tion became a matter of speculation 
in government and business circles 
Wednesday. It was pointed out that 
government deposits are exempt and 
that, since banks will not reveal the 
amount of any balance, the respon- 


sibility for making accurate returns 
is up to each individual depositor. 
Following a meeting Monday of 
Mayor Key's special tax advisory 
commission, a plan was made public 
under which 5 per cent of the. esti- 
mated deposits in Atlanta banks would 
be returned for taxation and 15 per 
cent of the foreign securities held by 
Atlanta residents returned. The com- 
mission estimated that returns on this 
basis would add $20,000,000 of tax- 
able property to the tax digest, with 
a consequent increase in new tax reve- 
nue of about $300,000. 
The $20,000, would be made up 
of $5,000,000, representing 5 per cent 
of the estimated $100,000,000 on de- 
sit in Atlanta banks, and $15,000,- 
„representing 15 per cent of the 
estimated foreign securities held in 
Atlanta. The proposal was that what- 
ever the amount of a deposit or the 
value of a security, returns for tax- 


cent of the actual cash and 15 per 
cent of the market value of the se- 
curity, in the belief that taxpayers 
generally would return on this basis. 
Following publication of the esti- 
mate, it was pointed out that the to- 
tal of $20,000,000 would be returned 
only if all having cash on hand and 
all security holders voluntarily made 
accurate returns on the full amount 
of their possessions. It also was 
pointed out that all money on deposit 
in Atlanta banks would not be su 
ject to taxation, since deposits of 
the federal government, state of Geor- 
gia. Fulton county, city of Atlanta 
and of foreign corporations would be 
exempted. Just what sum would be 
returned was a matter of speculation. 
It was pointed out further that, al- 
though the banks have announced 
themselves ready, as good citizens, to 


co-operate in every reasonable way, 
that under no condition would the 
amount of any deposit be revealed to 
tax authorities. | 

The question of how much would 
be returned would be strictly 15 to 
the individual. The amount of a bank 
balance is not of public record, the 
banks taking the position that they 
have no right to reveal, even to tax 
authorities. the private affairs of cus- 
tomers, and would not do so under any 
condition.

The following statement was made 
by the club: : 

“The members of the Georgia Wom- 
an's Democratic Club vigorously pro- 
test against the effort being made to 
abolish the farmers’ market on Wash- 
ington street, and our president, Mrs. 
William P. Dunn, called a special 
meeting of the executive board for 
Wednesday afternoon to definitely and 
specifically oppose the intended dis-. 
crimination against our farmers. | 

“Mrs, Dunn, while president of the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club, testified be- 
fore city authorities at a hearing at 
that time when an effort was being 
made to abolish the market, and was 
partly responsible for the failure of 
the opposition then. The women of 
Atlanta have worked very hard to 
encourage the farmers to come into 
the city with their produce, so that 
ean get the fresh 
vegetables, chickens, eggs and butter 
that they want. 

Urges Use of Products. 

“Organized clubwomen through 
their “Georgia products’ chairmen 
are insisting on the more general use 
of Georgia products, and this partic- 
ular organization is definitely on 
record as favoring and urging legisla- 
tive action to establish a department 
in the state capitol for the purpose 
of advertising and promoting Georgia 
produets, ‘We not only oppose driving 
the farmers away, but we want to 
encourage them to come even more; 
we want them to feel that Atlanta is 
their capital and that this is their | 
natural market, and we want our 
housekeepers to know where they can 
buy genuine Georgia products, fresh 
from the farms, and at the lowest 
possible price. 

“We have no patience with these 
produce merchants and retail stores 
that feature the merchandise and 
products from other states in prefer- 
ence to our own. When I went into a 
store to purchase the time-honored 
New Year dinner, I was asked to buy 
black-eyed peas grown in California 
and smoked jowl shipped in from the 
west, so_I journeyed to the market 
where I could get Georgia peas, and 
Georgia cured jowl, or, even better, 
the fresh killed variety. When the 
Atlanta housekeepers and good cooks 
want fresh fruits and vegetables for 
canning, it is to the Farmers’ market 
that they go, for it is there they can 
get these products in quantities and 
at prices that will justify home can- 
ning and preserving. 

Farmer not Objectionable. 

“Tt may well be that there are fea- 
tures about the market that are ob- 
jectionable and that should be cleared 
up, but it is not the farmer or his 
produce that is objectionable, and it 
ig our responsibility to provide a de- 
cent and comfortable place where he 
ean bring his products and sell them 
to the 100,000 housekeepers in At- 
lanta. And right here, let me remind 
the great city of Atlanta, that most 
of this money paid by Atlantans for 
these products is spent again by these 
farmers right here in Atlanta and is 
not sent out of the state by commis- 
sion- merchants. 

“It is a sin and a shame that we 
permit our honorable and hard-work- 
ing farmer to stand on the street in 
all kinds of weather in order to serve 


gia produce that they want; but until 
we do our part and provide a suitable 
and comfortable place for them where 
they can feel free to come to their 
capitol city and share in the daily 
market turnover, let us not deny them 
the use of our streets. As women 
and housekeepers, as beneficiaries and 
purchasers, we object to driving our 
farmers away.
